REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OP  HEALTH 

for  the  year  ended  51st  December  1968 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Ley land 0

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Leyland  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December  1968 0 

The  population  of  the  District  at  mid-June  1968  was  22 9 720  according 
to  the  published  Registrar  General 9 s  estimate 9  which  is  560  higher  than 
that  for  the  previous  year0 

The  number  of  live  births  attributable  to  the  District  during  1968 
was  448  or  4  less  than  in  the  previous  year  which  gives  a  birth  rate  of 
19 © 7  (l9ol  adjusted) o  As  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  l609 
Leyland 9 s  birth  rate  is  still  above  the  national  average „ 

The  number  of  deaths  at  204  was  40  less  than  the  previous  year  which 
gives  an  actual  death  rate  of  9*0  as  compared  with  11 ©9  for  the  country  as 
a  whole o  The  number  of  deaths  from  heart  diseases  of  all  forms  decreased 
by  9  from  93  to  84  and  cerebrovascular  diseases  decreased  from  35  to  51° 

The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  diseases  also  decreased  from  41  to  22 9 
7  being  from  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus  as  compared  with  12  the  previous 
yeaXo  The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  cancer  for  the  District  was  0*97  and 
that  for  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  Go 51 9  whilst  the  corresponding 
national  figures  were  2o32  and  0*59° 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age  was 
12 9  which  is  1  less  than  last  year,  the  actual  causes  of  death  being  shown 
in  the  body  of  the  Report*  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  27*0  per 
thousand  live  births  as  against  a  national  average  of  18 0 3*  There  were 
again  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis# 
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The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  received  was  161  as 
compared  with  214  the  previous  ye are  This  decrease  is  accounted  for  by 
a  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  from  196  to  145®  There  were  2 
cases  of  Whooping  Cough  which  is  5  less  than  last  year*  There  were  still 
no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria  notified,  the  last  cases  being  in 
1956  and  1945  respectively. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  figures  in  regard  to  notification  of 
infectious  disease  in  1968  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  those  for 
the  previous  year  as  certain  important  changes  have  been  made  regarding 
notification  procedure,  in  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases  and  in  the 
provisions  applicable  to  each  disease 0  These  changes  were  brought  about 
by  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Public  Health  (infective  Jaundice) 
Regulations  1968  on  the  15th  June  1968 9  the  Health  Services  and  Public 
Health  Act  1968  (Part  III)  and  the  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases) 
Regulations  1968  on  the  1st  October  19680  Purther  reference  to  these 
changes  are  made  in  the  Report 0 

In  connection  with  Measles  attention  must  be  drawn  to  the 
introduction  of  a  general  scheme  of  vaccination  against  this  disease 
during  the  year.  Vaccination  against  Measles  involves  only  one  injection 
and  is  available  from  general  medical  practitioners 9  child  welfare 
centres  and  school  clinics,  for  children  aged  1  -  15  years.  Parents  are 
urged  to  take  advantage  of  this  protection  for  children  who  have  not  had 
Measles,  but  it  must  be  stressed  that  vaccination  and  immunisation 
against  Smallpox,  Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough 
are  still  as  vitally  important  as  ever, 

A  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Manchester  Regional 
Hospital  Board  held  a  further  survey  in  Ley land  from  the  11th  September  - 
18th  October  1968  and  the  report  provided  by  the  Medical  Director  is 
included  in  the  body  of  this  Report, 

It  will  be  obvious,  I  think,  from  a  study  of  Mr,  Walsh’s  section 
of  the  Report  that  there  has  as  usual  been  very  considerable  activity  in 
most  of  the  many  aspects  of  environmental  hygiene. 

The  District  continues  to  develop  and  if,  as  expected,  it  forms 
part  of  the  suggested  New  City  in  Central  Lancashire  its  growth  will  be 
greatly  accelerated.  During  the  year  188  new  dwellings  were  completed, 
176  being  the  result  of  private  enterprise.  The  major  extensions  of  the 
sewage  disposal  works  continued  during  the  year  and  good  progress  was 
made. 
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Personal  Health  and  Welfare  Services  continue  to  be  developed  by 
the  County  Council  and  the  construction  of  a  Training  Centre  and  Hostel 
for  mentally  subnormal  adults  was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year0 

I  am  very  grateful  to  Mrc  Walsh  and  the  staff  for  their  willing 
assistance  and  co-operation  at  all  times 0  My  thanks  are  also  due  to 
other  Officers  and  staff  for  their  ready  help  wherever  this  is  required 0 

Finally ,  1  must  express  my  sincere  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  and  particularly  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  the  encouragement  and  support  which  1  continue  to 
receive o

The  Urban  District  comprises  an  irregular  shaped  area*  with  its 
greater  diameter  north  and  west©  The  height  in  the  west  is  approximately 
55  feet  above  the  datura,  line  rising  in  the  east  to  250  feet©  On  the 
whole 9  the  area  is  level  and  rises  and  falls  are  of  a  gentle  nature©

Social  Conditions  and  Amenities  of  the  District 


Reference  was  made  in  last  year's  Report  to  the  suggested  New  City 
in  Central  Lancashire  of  which  Ley land  would  be  a  part*  following  a 
comprehensive  study  of  the  area  by  consultants  appointed  by  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government 0  During  the  year  the  Impact  Study  which 
was  carried  out  by  the  same  consultants  to  ascertain  the  effect  the 
proposed  New  City  would  have  on  East  Lancashire  was  published©  The 
Impact  Study  did  not  shown  any  reason  to  depart  from  the  consultant 11  a 
original  proposals  insofar  as  the  Central  Lancashire  New  City  was  concerned 
and  it  was  announced  that  a  Public  Inquiry  into  the  proposals  would  be  held 
early  in  1969o 

There  was  no  further  progress  during  the  year  in  the  building  of 
shop  and  office  accommodation  on  land  acquired  by  the  Development  Company 
in  the  Towngate  area©  Work  on  the  first  phase,  however,  was  to  commence 
in  1969,  which  would  include  an  open  market  in  the  Ley! and  Cross  area© 

Local  industries  continued  to  prosper  and  there  was  a  high  level 
of  employment  in  the  area©  With  the  continued  growth,  of  the  District  the 
demand  for  amenities  continues  to  be  made©

multiplied  which  takes  into  account  these  factors  in  the  population 0 
The  birth  and  death  rates  already  shown  are  known  ae  the  0 crude5  rate 
but  when  multiplied  by  the  Registrar  General 2 s  comparability  factor 9 
are  known  as  the  9 adjusted 9  rates 0  The  comparability  factor  for 
Ley land  is  0o9?  for  births  and  1D 34  for  deaths  and  this  gives  the

Diseases  of  the  heart  were  once  again  the  main  cause  of  death  in 
both  males  and  female s0  Deaths  from  malignant  diseases  decreased  from 
41  to  22  giving  a  death  rate  of  0o97  as  compared  with  Xo05  in  X96Y©  The 
national  average  for  this  disease  ie  2oJ2o  Of  these  figures  the  number 
of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus  was  7  which  gives  a  death 
rate  of  0oJl  as  compared  with  Oc99  for  the  country  as  a  whole 0  Bronchitis 
and  pneumonia  caused  respectively  11  and  9  deaths 0 

Infantile  Mortality 

There  were  12  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  which  ie  1  less 
than  the  number  in  1967o  This  gives  a  fairly  high  infantile  mortality 
rate  of  27 oG  per  19000  live  births  as  compared  with  29  ©0  the  previous 
yearQ  The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  is

Advice  and 
treatment  are  free  and  confidential . 


Laboratory  Services 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  situated  in  Preston  is  used  to  examine 
specimens  for  the  diagnosis  .and  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  milk*  food  and.  water  as  well  as 
biological  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacillus  and  Brue-alla  organisms  in 
milks • 


The  Pathological  Laboratory  of  the  'Preston  and  Chorley  group  of 
hospitals  situated  at  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary :  is  available  for 
examining  specimens  of  patients  under  treatment  as  well  as  for  pathological 
specimens  for  ordinary  diseases.  Both  laboratories  are  under  the  direction 
of  Dr®  Lo  Robert son o

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  Station,  Moss  Lane#  Ley land ,  has  three  ambulances 
and  two  dual-purpose  vehicles  permanently  stationed  there 0  There  is  a 
staff  of  13  providing  a  24  hour  .service,,  operationally  controlled  by 
radio  from  Ambulance  Headquarters  at  Broughton 0  Their  sphere  of  operation 

is  not  confined  to  the  Urban  District  alone 0 

Hom®_  Nursing,  Service 

This  service  has  5  District  Nursing  Bisters  who  are  all  State 
Registered  Nurses  and  2  District  Nurses  who  are  State  Enrolled*  In 
addition  there  are  2  male  District  Charge  Nurses  who  are  also  State 
Registered  and  available  to.  attend  male  .patients  .as  required  in  the 
Ley  land  area*  Their  duties  consist  mainly  of  the  ear®  of  patients  in 
their  homes  and  arrangements  for  the  1  can  of  nursing  equipment  to  those 
cases  requiring  it* 

Nursing  Aid  Equipment 

A  scheme  has  been  pat  info  operation  whereby  -  nursing  equipment 
can  be  made  available  on  short  term  loan  by.  applying  at  the  Clinic  in 
Yewlands  Drive  each  lunchtime  *  This,  service,  is  staffed  on  a  rota  basis

The  Handicraft  and  Social  Centre  which  was  held  each  Monday  in 
the  Salvation  Army  Hall*  Eden  Street*  changed  early  in  the  year  to  the 
Community  Centre  on  the  Lowerhouse  Estate  provided  in  connection  with 
the  Aged  Persons  Bungalow  Scheme 0  The  venue  is  to  change  again  to  the 
Adult  Training  Centre  *  West  Paddock  off  Pox  Lane  during  19^9o  Handicapped 
people  were  employed  on  productive  work  and  payment  made  to  them  direct 
from  firms  who  supply  the  materials  at  the  Outwork  Centre  in  Somerset 
Roado  This,  however 9  was  closed  during  the  year  as. the  premises  were 
not  suitable  for  this  activity  and  transport  is  now  provided  for  similar 
work  to  be  carried  out  at  premises  in  Pul wood 0  The  Centre  is  open  for 
4  days  per  week*  i0e0  Monday  to  Thursday 0 

Arrangements  are  made  for  the  payment  of  travelling  expenses  to 
and  from  holidays  at  approved  Centres  and  assistance  can  also  be  given 
towards  the  cost  of  the  holidays  themselves 0  Arrangements  are  also  made 
for  handicapped  people  to  spend  a  holiday  at  a  caravan  provided  by  the 
Ley land  Rotary  Club  in  the  Lake  District* 

Residential  Homes  are  provided  to  accommodate  elderly  and  infirm 
persons  who  no  longer  have  anyone  to  care  for  them  adequately 0  A  Home 
for  such  persons  at  Broadfield  House 9  Ley land 9  continued  to  provide 
accommodation  for  a  total  of  50  male  and  female  residents 0  Selected 
cases  may  also  be  admitted  to  Broadfield  House  for  day  care  for  one  or 
two  days  per  weeko 

The  chiropody  service  continued  to  provide  free  facilities  for 
persons  over  65  years  of  age9  expectant  mothers  and  registered 
handicapped  persons 0  The  service  is  on  a  domiciliary  basis  for  those 
who  are  unable  to  leave  their  homes  and  on  a  surgery  basis  for  the  others o 

A  laundry  service  is  available  for  incontinent  persons  where 
satisfactory  laundry  arrangements  cannot  otherwise  be  made*  Structural 
adaptations  can  also  be  arranged  for  the  dwellings  of  handicapped  persons 
for  such  matters  as  door  widening  and  provision  of  ramps  to  facilitate 
the  use  of  wheelchairs 0 

Family  Planning 

A  family  planning  clinic  is  in  operation  at  the  School  Clinic  in 
Yewlands  Drive  on  Monday  evenings  and  staffed  by  the  Family  Planning 
Association* 
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Mental  Health  Service 

A  Junior  Training  Centre  is  provided  in  Chorley  and  daily  transport 
arranged  from  Leyiand  to  this  Centre,  The  Adult  Training  Centre  and  Hostel 
for  sub-normal  patients  at  Barnber  Bridge  continued  to.  provide  facilities 
for  people  from  the  Leyiand  .area  pending  the  completion  of  the  new  Training 
Centre  and  Hostel  for  mentally  sub-normal  .  .adults the  construction  of  which 
was  commenced  in  1967®  This  Centre  which  will  provide  facilities  for  60 
trainees  and  a  hostel  which  will  accommodate  28  residents  will  be  completed 
in  1.969  and  the  Barnber  Bridge  .facilities  will  no  longer  be  needed  for 
people  from  the  Leyiand  area*  The  Social  Club  which  was  formed  for  mentally 
sub-normal  persons  and  run  by  a  Committee  of  voluntary  workers  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  continued  to  meet  each  Wednesday 
evening  in  the  old  age  pensioners  hut  in  William.  Street  off  Towngate 0  This 
Club ,  however 9  was  to  be  transferred  to  the  new  Adult,  Training  Centre  at 
West  Paddock  during  1969*  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  available  from  the 
Division  for  consultation  and  advice  in  all  cases  of  mental  illness  and 
mental  sub -normality* 


Cervical  Cytology 


A  Clinic  is  held  regularly  for  the  early  ascertainment  of  cancer 
of  the  cervix*  Mature  women  in  the  appropriate  age  group  can  attend  by 
appointment  where  an  examination  known  as  the  ” Smear  Test”  is  carried 
out  by  a  lady  Doctor* 


Health  Education  in  Schools

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Pood  Poisoning 


It  is  worthy  of  note  that  it  is  now  over  9  years  since  there  was 
a  confirmed  case  of  Pood  Poisoning  within  the  District*  Various 
investigations  *  however,  were  carried  out  following  reports  of  symptoms 

which  warranted  further  inve  s ti ga 1 1 on * 


At  the  end  of  January,  information  was  received  from  the  headmaster 
of  one  of.  our  secondary  schools  that  several  pupils  had  been  found  to  he 
affected  with  nausea,  5  of  whom  had  been  vomiting  and  coupled  with  this 
complaints  had  been  made  that  the  school  milk  that  day  "tasted  different" 


Specimens  were  obtained  of  some  of  the  milk  issued  that  day  at  the  school 
and  also  a  specimen  of  the.  school  dinner  prepared  that  day  in  their  kitchen, 
The  milk  was  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  when  it  was  shown  to 

satisfy  the  Methylene  Blue  test  and  Phosphata.se  test  which  incidated  that 
it  was  properly  pasteurised  and  had  a  very  low  bacteriological  count*  In 
addition  further  examinations,  indicated  that  E«Coli  were  not  present, 

Staph*  aureus  coagulase  positive  not  isolated  and  organisms  of  the 
Salmonella  and  Dysentery  group  were  not  isolated*  In  other  words  the  milk 
was  of  first  class  bacteriological  standard*  Arrangements  were  also  made 
for  the  County  Analyst  to  examine  the  milk  for  chemical  contaimination  and 
he  reported  that  the  milk  was  normal* 
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A  specimen  school  dinner  consisting  of"  beef  gravy  *  cooked  beef9 
potatoes 9  carrots 9  brussel  sprouts 9  ginger  sponge  and  white  sauce  was 
examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  found  to  be  free  from  any 
organisms  likely  to  cause  illness 0  The  affected  pupils  were  quickly 
back  at  school  and  there  was  no  recurrence  of  the  trouble 0 

Further  investigations  were  carried  out  where  a  patient  admitted 
to  Deepdale  Isolation  Hospital  for  another  complaint  had  been  found  to 
be  infected  with  a  salmonella  organism  which  was  afterwards  identified 
as  ’"salmonella  menston”  a  germ  associated  with  poultry0  Extensive 
enquiries  were  made  into  all  persons  connected  with  the  family  who 
appeared  to  have  done  considerable  travelling 9  in  that  one  section  had 
recently  returned  from  South  Africa... and  another  from  Germany 0  There 
was  no  history  of  apparent  infection  in.  any  of  them  and  a  total  of  15 
specimens  were  collected  from  the  family  and  examined  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory 9  all  of  which  proved  to  be  negative 0  The  origin  of 
the  ’’salmonella  menston”  remained  a  mystery o 

Investigations  were  carried  out  into  a  case  of  sickness  and 
diarrhoea  where  a  patient  had  been  admitted  to  Deepdale  Isolation 
Hospital o  Investigations  of  the  patient  by  the  hospital  authorities 
and  of  the  family  contacts  by  ourselves  produced  no  evidence  of 
identifiable  infection  nor  could  the  illness  be  associated  with  any 
specific  foods o  Considerable  investigations  also  took  place  into  a 
small  outbreak  of  diarrhoea  and  sickness  which  occurred  at  the  Part 
III  accommodation 9  Broadfieid  House 0  No  specific  cause  of  this  was 
isolated  although  detailed  laboratory  examinations  were  carried  out 
into  all  the  food  which  had  been  consumed  during  the  relevant  periodo 
An  organism  named  ’’Clostridium  welchii”  was  isolated  from  the  stools 
of  two  of  the  ten  or  so  persons  affected  but  as  this  organism  is 
fairly  widely  distributed  and  can  often  be  found  in  the  stools  of 
persons  particularly  of  those  who  live  in  a  communal  environment 9  it 
seemed  unlikely  that  this  was  the  cause  of  the  outbreak 0  The 
individuals  concerned  were  affected  for  twenty  four  hours  only  and 
there  were  no  further  cases  after  the  second  dayi 

Several  other  investigations  were  carried  out  where  the 
circumstances  might  have  indicated  infection  by  food  but  in  no  instance 
was  this  found  to  be  proved 0 

Infective  J  aund ice 

This  disease  became  notifiable  on  the  15th  June  1968  with  the 
coming  into  operation  of  the  Public  Health  (infective  Jaundice) 
Regulations  1968 0  As  required  by  the  Regulations  a  copy  of  them  was 
sent  to  every  medical  practitioner  practising  within  the  District 0 
There  were  no  cases  reported  during  the  year0 
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Dysentery 

Ox  -she  12  confirmed  oases  of  Dysentery ,  8  of  these  were  notified 
during  the  quarter  ended  March  and  comprised  two  unconnected  outbreaks 
confined  to  one  family  in  each  case*  A  total  of  2 5  specimens  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  before  the  outbreaks  were 
finally  cleared* 

A  further  investigation  took  place  during. the  June  quarter  where 
the  father  of  a  family  had  been  admitted  to  hospital  and  found  to  be 
suffering  from  s-onnei  dysentery 0  Investigations  into  the  remainder  of 
the  family  showed  that  four  others  were  positive 0  Sensitivity  tests 
were  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  to  assist  in  determining 
treatment  by  the  family  doctor,,  A  total  of  22  laboratory  specimens  were 
taken  * 

Generai 


Information  was  received  from  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry 
of  Social  Security  in  January  that  for  the  previous  two  weeks  the 
absences-  from  work  were  200$  over  the  normal  for  that  tame  of  year*  The 
main  cause  of  absence  being  diseases  of  the  upper  respiratory'  tract, 
i*e*  bronchitis,  influenza,  etc*  These  diseases  are  not  notifiable  and 
it  is  only  from  such  information  as  this  that  any  undue  increase  in  their 
incidence  becomes  apparent* 

Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  1968,  Part  III 

Notifiable  D is  ease  s  and  Food  Poisoning 

The  Public  Heal th"7  infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968 

The  above  legislation  which  came  into  operation,  on  the  1st  October 
1968  has  amended  certain  aspects  of  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases* 
Responsibility  for  notification  of  a  case  of  notifiable  disease  now 
rests  exclusively  on  the  doctor  attending  the.  patient  whether  in  hospital 
or  elsewhere*  The  fee  of  2/6d  for  each  certificate  has  now  been  increased 
to  5/0d  for  each  certificate  *  All  existing  Regulations  have  been 
consolidated  so  as  to  attain  uniformity  in  notification  procedure* 

Tetanus  and  Yellow  Fever  are  made  notifiable  for  the  first  time 
in  this  country  as  well  as  Leptospirosis  which  was  previously  notifiable 
only  in  certain  areas*  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia,  Acute  Influenzal 
Pneumonia,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Acute  Rheumatism  cease  to  be  notifiable* 

The-  powers  of  a  local  authority  to  require  a  person  to  stop  work 
in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  are  extended  to  permit  action 
in  cases  of  Food  Poisoning*  In  this  connection  authority  is  given  by 
virtue  of  Schedule  5  of  the  Regulations  that  if  a  Medical  Officer  of 
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iiealth9  after  considering  the  information  available  to  him.,  forms  the 
opinion  that  a  person  in  the  District  is  suffering  from  Food  Poisoning 
or  is  shown  to  be  a  carrier  and  that  it  is  desirable,  for  the  protection 
of  public  health  that  measures  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection 9  he  shall  report  to  the  local  authority  accordingly  <>  The 
local  authority  may  by  notice  in  writings,  require  the  person  to  discontinue 
his  occupation  until  he  is  informed  that  the  risk  of  infection  is  removed 0 

The  local  authority  may  authorise  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
generally  to  issue  any  notice  on  their  behalf ■ in  relation  to  any 
particular  case  if  in  his  opinion  it  is  immediately  and  urgently  necessary 
for  him  to  do  so  for  the  purpose  of  preventing,  the  spread  of  infection 
provided  that  at  the  earliest  opportunity  any  such  case  is  reported  to 
the  local  authority  and  the  action  taken  by  him0 

In  order  to  allow  the  full  implementation  of  these  Regulations 
I  was  authorised,  by  the  local  authority  to  act  immediately  in  those 
cases  where  it  was  considered  necessary,.

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In  February  information  was  received  from  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  that  a.  routine  milk  sample  taken  by  them  for  other  purposes  had 
been  shown  to  he  positive  to  the  Milk  Ring  Test*  Further  samples  taken 
by  ourselves-  gave  .a  negative  result  on  culture®  A  further  notification 
from  the  same  herd  was  received  in  June  that  a  sample  of  milk  had  proved 
to  be  positive  to  the  Brucella  organism  on  the  biological  test,  i*e* 
guinea  pig*  As,  however,  our  own  sampling  had  disclosed  this  state  of 
affairs  and  all  reacting  animals  of  which  there  were  4  had  been  sent  for 
slaughter,  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  immediate  action  to  stop  the 
sale  of  mi  Ike  Further  bulk  samples  were,  however,,  taken  from  the  herd  as 
a  check,  all  of  which  were  shown  to  be  negative*  In  order  to  assist  in 
maintaining  these  herds,  free  from  Brucellosis  ..arrangements  were  continued 
whereby  any  farmer,  before.,  purchasing  fresh  stock,  can  arrange  to  have  a 
sample  of  milk  from  each  cow  he  intends  to  purchase,  to  be  examined  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  for  which  w®  ourselves  make  the 
arrangements  before  it  is  added  to  the  herd*  Details  of  the  samples 
taken  are  given  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector0 s  Report* 

Meat 


The-  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  District  continued  in  use 
throughout  the  year,  where  cattle,  sheep  .and  pigs  were  slaughtered*  It 
will  be  seen  from  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  that 
there  was  a  one  hundred  per  cent  inspection  by  qualified  staff  of  all 
animals  killed  at  the  slaughterhouse  in  the  District * 

A  total  of  approximately  25t  cwts*  of  butchers  meat  and  offal 
from  the  slaughterhouse  was  rejected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
as  being  either  diseased  or  otherwise  unsound*

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Ley 1 and 0 


Mr0  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  Annual  Report  which  deals 
with  certain  aspects  of  the  control  of  the  environment  and  which  come 
within  the  purview  of  the  Public  Health  Committee „ 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  various  matters 
connected  with  public  cleansingo  It  has  been  said  that  we  are  living  in 
a  "throw  away9'  age  which  has  been  partially  brought  about  by  the  general 
increase  in  the  standard  of  living  where  goods  which  were  acceptable  only 
a  little  time  ago  no  longer  meet  the  owner9 s  standardso  This  situation 
along  with  the  many  items  of  household  equipment  which  these  days  appear 
to  have  built  in  obsolescence  means  that  the  quantity  of  rubbish  to  be 
dealt  with  is  increasing  rapidly  both  in  volume  and  variety 0  Gone  are 
the  days  when  a  couple  set  up  a  home  when  they  were  married  with 
furniture  which  was  expected  to  last  their  lifetime 0  As  we  have  always 
interpreted  household  refuse  as  embracing  all  rubbish  likely  to  arise 
from  the  occupation  of  a  house  it  has  been  necessary  to  introduce  the 
continuous  loading  machine  which  is  capable  of  carrying  out  a  certain 
amount  of  compression  of  the  refuse  at  source 0  Some  fifteen  years  ago 
a  vehicle  capable  of  carrying  20  cu0yds0  was  a  large  one  but  these  days 
this  size  would  be  regarded  as  quite  small 0  The  Dennis  Paxit  which  we 
purchased  in  1967  had  a  capacity  of  37  cu0ydso  of  crude  refuse  whilst  the 
latest  vehicle  for  which  an  order  was  placed  this  year  v/ould  have  a 
capacity  of  50  cu0yds0  The  nominal  body  size  in  all  cases  is  approximately 
16  cu0ydSo9  the  increased  capacity  being  brought  about  by  compressing 
mechanism o 

The  changing  pattern  of  household  refuse  also  brought  its 
attendant  problems  at  the  tip0  With  the  increasing  use  of  gas,  electricity 
and  oil  for  heating  purposes,  coupled  with  the  more  efficient  solid  fuel 
appliances,  there  was  less  and  less  ash  in  the  refuse  with  a  considerable 
increase  in  bulky  material So  At  one  time  there  was  almost  sufficient 


ash  during  the  winter  months  to  provide  its  own  cover  for  the  refuse 
but  now  this  no  longer  appertains  and  suitable  cover  has  either  to  be 
brought  to  the  tip  site  or  excavated  from  indigenous  material  at  the  tip* 
This  requires  much  bigger  machines  than  hitherto  and  the  arrival  of  our 
four  wheel  drive  Matbro  mechanical  shovel  in  May  enabled  this  sort  of 
operation  to  be  carried  out  in  a  more  satisfactory  manner* 


We  continued  to  pay  con  sick  ruble  attention  to  the  salvage  of 
waste  paper.  This  activity  is  still  worth  carrying  out  as  in  addition 
to  the  income  received  the  amount  of  rubbish  to  be  d isposed  of  at  the  tip 
is  reduced  as  well  as  the  condition  of  •  ce  tip  improved. ,  for  large 
quantities  of  paper  on  a  tip  are  not  a  desirable  thing.  The  fact  that 
every  ton  of  waste  paper  recovered  saves  its  equivalent  weight  in  imported 
raw  wood  pulp,  whilst  not  having  any  immediate  effect  on  the  people  of 
Leyland  helps  to  reduce  the  country's  import  bill  and  thus  contributes  to 
the  national  economy# 


rn 


i ’he  Civic  Amenities  let,  whilst  strengthening  the  powers  of  the 


local  authority  to  deal  with  the  unlawful  depositing  of  rubbish  in  the 
open  air  has  not  by  any  means  solved  all  the  problems.  The  abandoning 
of  rubbish  in  the  most  unusual  places  and  m  such  large  quantities  would 
appear  to  be  a  comparatively  modern  development  and  is  probably  another 
by-product  of  our  "throw  away"  age.  Following  our  arrangement  with  a 
local  metal  dealer  who  will  remove,  free  of  charge,  any  worn  out  private 
cars  there  has,  however,  been  a  considerable  improvement  in  this  aspect 
of  the  problem.  The  power  given  to  us  by  the  Act  to  serve  a  "Seven  Day 
Notice"  on  any  abandoned  car  whose  ownership  cannot  be  established  is  a 
worthwhile  contribution  in  our  efforts  to  improve  the  environment . 

Until,  however,  we  can  instil  into  every  citizen  an  interest  in  his 
surroundings  and  if  not  actively  prepared  to  participate  in  its 
improvement  will  at  least  desist  from  desecrating  it  then  we  shall 
continue  to  see  the  spoliation  of  our  highways  and  by-ways  and  open 
spaces. 


The  Department  continues  to  take  an  active  interest  in  all  the 
items  mentioned  in  the  Report  albeit  some  of  them  briefly.  Whilst 
singly,  these  matters  may  appear  to  be  of  minor  importance  the  whole 
adds  up  to  fairly  extensive  control  and  a  relaxation  in  any  one  part 
could  lead  to  undesirable  consequences  and  bring  back  many  of  the 
unsatisfactory  conditions  which  we  used  to  encounter  in  connection 
with  housing,  shops,  food  premises  and  the  like. 


The  long  awaited  legislation  dealing  with  offices  which  was 
implemented  by  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  19b 5  has 
caused  a  considerable  improvement  in  office  accommodation  generally* 
The  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  Public  Health  Department  offices 


so 


is  now  well  known  to  the  Authority*  We  originally  occupied  the  premises 
as  a  temporary  measure  in  August  1947  and  since  that  time  many  projects 
for  building  other  accommodation  have  been  mooted  and  then  for  one 
reason  or  another  have  not  materialised,.  There  does9  however^  at  last 
appear  to  be  some  hope  that  more  suitable  office  accommodation  will  be 
provided  in  the  near  future  although  still  of  a  temporary  nature 0 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  Mr0  I0L0  Parr  who  had  been  a 
student  in  the  Department  over  a  period  of  four  years  successfully 
passed  his  final  examination  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  Education 
Board  and  a  decision  was  made  in  December  to  appoint  him  an  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  with  this  Authority  on  receipt  of  his  Certificate 
in  January  19 69 0 

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
staff  who  at  all  times  carry  out  their  duties  in  a  willing  and 
conscientious  manner0  The  continued  support  of  and  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  Department  by  all  members  of  the  Local  Authority  and  in  particular 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 9  Dr*  Hall9  is  greatly 
appreciated*

any  District  it  is  essential  that  early  attention  be  paid  to  reports  of 
their  presence  and  that  routine  inspections  should  be  carried  out 
regularly  at  those  places  most  likely  to  harbour  them,  e.g«  refuse 
disposal  tips ,  sewage  works,  farms,  etc®  This  task  is  in  fact  carried 
out  most  energetically  and  conscientiously  by  our  present  Rodent  Operator 
Mr*  J *  Goldsworthy*  There  were  no  unusual  incidents  worthy  of  special 
note  which  is  a  good  indication  that  the  rodent  situation  is  being  kept 
under  control®  The  Agricultural  Contract  Service  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  on  agricultural  properties  continued*  A  total  of  21  contracts 
were  being  operated  during  the  year* 


The  annual  test  baiting  of  the  sewerage  system  of  the  District 
indicated  that  there  were  no  rats  in  the  sewers  of  Leyland.  This  is  a 
very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs®  It  was  not  necessary  to  ask  for 
Authority  to  serve  statutory  notices  under  the  Pests  Act  as  all  'treatment 
found  to  be  necessary  were  agreed  with  the  owners  concerned* 


DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE 


An  extension  of  the  sewer  ‘was  commenced  from  a  point  opposite 


Poplar  House  in  Longmeanygate  which  would  be  capable  of  draining  all 
properties  along  this  road  up  to  and  including  Pleasant  View,  The  plans 
and  specification  which  include  a  sewage  pump  were  prepared  by  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor*  Although  this  sewer  was  not  completed,  delivery 
of  the  pumping  equipment  being  awaited,  two  of  the  cottages  converted 
their  pail  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system  utilising  a  temporary 
septic  t  ank  arrange men  t  *

Clearance  of  Blocked  Drains  and  Sewers 


For  many  years  the  Department  has  provided  a  service  for  the 
clearing  of  drains  and  sewers ,  including  public  sewers  serving  individual 
or  groups  of  propertyQ  We  cleared  a  total  of  ^Q3  blockages  during  the 
course  of  the  year  as  compared  with  406  in  1967® \It  has  not  been  our 
practice  to  make  any  charge  where  the  blockage  could  be  removed  by 
plunging  or  if  access  was  availabe,  for  example  by  inspection  chambers, 
or  of  course  where  a  public  sewer  was  involved 0  In  those  cases, 
however,  where  it  was  necessary  to  break  open  the  ground  in  business  or 
private  properties  we  recovered  the  cost  in  respect  of  drains  only0 
Section  17  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1961  allows  the  local  authority  to 
carry  out  any  works  necessary  to  remove  blockages  provided  the  cost  does 
not  exceed  £20 

Drain  Inspections 

As  required  by  the  Public  Health  Act  1956  inspections  were  made 
of  all  drainage  alterations  to  premises  carried  out  by  private 
contractors  provided  the  alteration  or  repair  had  not  involved  the 
depositing  of  plans  with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 0  In  such  cases  the 
necessary  drainage  alterations  are  approved  by  his  staff  along  with  the 
other  works o 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Full  investigations  are  carried  out  into  those  cases  of  infectious 
disease  which  come  to  our  notice,  the  details  of  which  have  already  been 
given  in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health9 s  Reporto 

Suitable  disinfectant  for  use  in  sick  rooms  is  available  free  of 
charge  to  those  cases  which  are  being  nursed  at  home0 

The  small  8  oz0  bottles  of  strong  White  disinfectant  with  a 
Rideal  Walker  co-efficient  of  18/??  were  available  on  demand  to  any 
householder  in  the  District  from  the  Council 9 s  main  store  at  Heaton 
Street o  Approximately  6  gross  were  distributed  during  the  year0  Small 
quantities  are  held  in  the  Public  Health  Department  office  in  Towngate 
for  those  people  who  find  it  difficult  to  visit  the  Depoto

It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  present  users  to  deal  with  casualty  or  aged 
animals  as  routine  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  comparatively  small 
amount  of  meat  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  reject  for  human 
consumption#  The  fall  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  is  accounted 
for  by  the  cessation  of  use  by  a  wholesaler  on  his  decease.  This  small 
wholesaling  business  is  not  being  carried  on  by  any  other  person.

DISINFESTATION 


It  was  necessary  to  disinfest  4  houses  for  bed  bugs  which  is  the 
same  number  as  the  previous  yean  These  infestations  occurred  in  5 
Council  owned  properties*  2  being  on  the  Wade  Hall  Estate*  1  in  Ley land 
Lane  and  1  in  a  privately  owned  house 0  The  insecticide  used  to  control 
these  was  DoDoTo  with  added  Pyre thrum  in  a  kerosene  basec  The  degree  of 
success  achieved  over  a  good  number  ofyears  with  this  combination  of 
insecticides  is  quite  remarkable  and  it  is  quite  rare  for  even  a  second 
treatment  to  be  necessary^  Householders  should  be  encouraged  to  report 
any  unusual  insect  found  in  the  house  particularly  if  it  is  bitingo  Any 
treatments  necessary  are  carried  out  in  a  discreet  manner  so  as  to  avoid 
embarrassment  and  without  charge 0

rule  undertake  to  spray  hedges  infested  by  this  pest  except  in 
exceptional  circumstances  where  the  caterpillars  have  begun  to  invade 
houses*  There  appears  to  be  a  more  general  awareness  of  the  necessity 
to  spray  in  order  to  effect  control  and  the  recommended  insecticide 
*Dipterex  80 f  was  available  from  our  general  stores  for  any  person  who 
wished  to  use  it0  A  l/Od  pack  is  sufficient  to  formulate  2  gallons  of 
spray  which  is  enough  for  the  average  hedge  around  property*  Certain  of 
our  own  estate  hedges  lining  roadside  verges  etc*  were  treated  by  the 
Parks  Department o 


Other  Pests 


It  was  necessary  to  deal  with  26  eases  of  cockroach  inf e stations 
as  compared  with  23  in  1967*  As  the  eggs  of  these  creatures  are  usually 
laid  in  inaccessible  parts  of  buildings  they  are  difficult  to  eradicate* 
The  use  of  our  fogging  machine  has  allowed  the  dispersal  of  insecticide 
to  these  otherwise  inaccessible  parte*

CLEAN  AIR 


There  were  12  smoke  observations  of  various  factory  chimneys 


during  the  yearn 


A  letter  was  received  in  mid  December  1908  from  Sir  William  Mathe- 
Chairman  of  the  Economic  Council  of  the  North  Western  Region  and  clrcu.la 
to  all  local  authorities,  bringing  to  our  notice  thac  one  of  the  main 
objectives  of  his  Planning  Council  was  to  ensure  that-  th,.  Region  ic  nurk 
smokeless  as  soon  as  possible*  His  letter  received  wide sure ad  pub lei  Gy 
in  the  local  and  national  press  as  well  as  on  televi -ken  .cud  radio* 
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It  pointed  out  the  deleterious  effect  which  the  smoke  layer  had 
on  the  area *  filtering  out  about  15 fo  of  the  sunlight  and  raising  the 
humidity  by  some  10fo0  He  also  pointed  out  that  our  Regional  figures 
for  respiratory  diseases  were  some  of  the  worst  in  the  world  and  the 
amount  of  time  and  money  spent  on  achieving  a  minimum  rtandard  of 
cleaning  and  maintenance  itself  produced  a  lack  of  stimulus 0  He  made  a 
special  appeal  to  every  local,  authority  in  the  north-west *  whether  they 
were  in  a  "black55  area  or  not  to  do  all  they  could  to  reduce  atmospheric 
pollution  He  particularly  appealed  to  those  authorities  who  being  near 
the  sea  or  on  the  upwind  of  built  up  areas  did  not  suffer  from  their 
neighbours5  smoke  but  whose  own  smoke  drifted  downwind  on  to  others 0 

In  order  to  enable  the  Planning  Council  to  assess  the  task  which 
still  confronted  the  Region  he  had  asked  that  the  Economic  Council 11  s 
Secretary  be  informed  at  six  monthly  intervals  of  the  number  of  premises 
made  smokeless 0  The  letter  was  accompanied  by  figures  showing  the 
degree  of  progress  which  had  been  made  by  every  local  authority 0 
Ley land*  along  with  88  other  local  authorities  were  shown  as  having  no 
premises  covered  by  confirmed  Smoke  Control  Orders 0 

There  were  no  Smoke  Control  Areas  either  in  operation  or  under 
active  discussion0  The  District  is  still  regarded  as  falling  in  the 
"white**  area  category 0 

Public  Conveniences 

Arrangements  were  continued  at  the  public  conveniences  in  Chapel 
Brow  and  those  adjoining  the -Public  Hall*  Towngate *  for  their  cleaning 
every  day  in  the  week  including  Sunday 0  Other  small  conveniences  in 
Ley land  Lane  and  Eaxnshaw  Bridge  were  cleaned  on  6  days  of  the  week  and 
those  on  the  park  whenever  necessary0  This  varied  according  to  the 
time  of  the  year0 

Mortuary  Facilities 

The  arrangements  made  at  the  end  of  19 66  with  Walton-le-Dale 
Urban  District  Council  for  the  use  of  their  permanent  mortuary  should 
the  need  arise  continued  in  operation  These  arrangements  would  appear 
to  be  satisfactory  for  all  concerned 0 

Caravans 

The  one-  licensed  caravan  site  in  the  District  situated  at  the 
Leyland  Service  Station*  Wigan  Road*  continued  in  operation 0 


Noise  Control 


The  Noise  Abatement  Act  of  i960  provides  that  a  noise  or 
vibration  which  is  a  nuisance  shall  be  a  statutory  nuisance  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1956?  provided  that  if  the  noise  or 
vibration  is  caused  in  the  course  of  a  trade  or  business  it  is  a  defence 
to  prove  that  the  best  practicable  means  have  been  used  for  preventing 
or  counteracting  its  effects «  The  Act*  therefore*  whilst  it  has  its 
uses  cannot  automatically  prevent  the  emission  of  noise  from  every  source 

A  further  useful  method  of  control  can  be  exercised  through  the 
Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts  in  those  cases  where  an  industry  has  been 
established  subject  to  certain  safeguards  for  the  amenities  of  the 
neighbourhood  and  a  specific  clause  concerning  noise  is  often  included 
in  the  consent*  This  is  a  most  useful  method  but  its  use  is*  of  course* 
restricted  to  newly  established  premises* 


A  circular  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  which  dealt  with  the  silencing  of  compressors  and  drills 
used  on  building  sites  and  road  works*  It  pointed  out  that  the  cost  of 
providing  silencers  is  comparatively  small  and  it  was  suggested  that 
local  authorities  should  include  in  their  specifications  for  building  and 
road  works  a  clause  requiring  this  noisy  equipment  to  be  silenced  or 
muffled*  The  Building  Research  Station  had  carried  out  tests  to  show 
that  a  significant  reduction  in  noise  was  achieved  to  pneumatic  tools 
without  loss  of  working  efficiency  and  local  authorities  were  advised 
to  consider  taking  proceedings  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  i960  where 
such  equipment  was  being  used  without  effective  silencers* 


Following  this  the  Authority  decided  that  an  appropriate  clause 
requiring  silencers  and  compressors  etc.  to  be  silenced  or  muffled  should 
be  incorporated  into  all  contracts  for  work  done  on  behalf  of  the  local 
authority  and  that  all  statutory  undertakers*  as  well  as  contracting 
films  operating  in  the  District*  should  have  their  attention  drawn  to 


our  requirements *

levels  a  sound  level  meter  was  purchased  for  use  in  the  Department*

The  Home  Office  published  a  revised  Model  Code  of  Principles 
of  Construction  and  Licensing  Conditions  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
in  cans 9  drums  etcG  and  at  petrol  filling  stations 0  Unlike  the  previous 
Code  which  had  a  restricted  circulation  this  is  freely  available  for 
purchase  by  interested  persons 0  The  most  important  changes  are  those 
dealing  with  the  installation  of  underground  petroleum  storage  tanks 0 

The  previous  Code  required  the  tanks  to  be  either  enclosed  in 
a  9M  brick  chamber  filled  with  sand  or  surrounded  by  of  poured 
concrete  whereas  the  amended  Code  now  discourages  the  use  of  brick 
chambers  and  specifically  recommends  that  the  tanks  should  be  lowered 
into  the  ground  and  hack  filled  with  sand® 

Standard  conditions  have  now  been  incorporated  for  the 
installation  of  unattended  coin  operated  self  service  pumps  and  for 
attended  self  service  stations0  The  Code  extends  to  JO  pages  and  it 
was  recommended  that  this  he  implemented  where  practicable  at  the 
existing  and  future  petroleum  installations  in  this  area0

With  the  increasing  use  of  these  inflammable  substances*  particularly  by

The  Matbro  Mastiff  4  wheel  drive  mechanical  loading  shovel 
replaced  our  old  Weatherill.  X2H  mechanical  shovel  which  had  a  two  wheel 
drive  o 


Much  attention  was  given  to  the  replacement  by  a  more  suitable 
vehicle  of  the  1954  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  fore  and  aft  tipper  type  which  apart 
from  reaching  the  end  of  its  useful  life  was  not  able  to  cope  with  the 
increased  volume  of  refuse  which  is  required  to  be  dealt  with  each  year0 
It .was  finally  decided  that  a  Norba  type  body  would  be  best  suited  to  our 
needs o  This  vehicle  is  fitted  with  a  rotating  screw  at  the  rear  loading 
end  which  in  addition  to  giving  a  compression  ratio  of  5  *  1  also  has  a 
partial  grinding  action  to  reduce  the  size  of  some  of  the  more  bulky 
items  of  refuse  with  which  we  have  to  deal®  It  was  decided  to  place  this 
vehicle  on  a  Leyland  Albion  Chieftain  chassis  and  an  order  was  placed  in 
June  but  delivery  would  not  be  effected  until  well  into  the  year  1969o 
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Further  consideration  was  also  given  to  the  problem  of  dealing 
with  those  premises  which  produce  a  large  amount  of  refuse,  e.g.  large 
shops ,  supermarkets,  schools  etc.  and  it  was  decided  to  introduce  by 
agreement  with  the  owners  concerned,  large  bulk  handling  storage 
containers.  These  containers  which  are  approximately  l|  cu.yds  in 
capacity  hold  the  equivalent  of  approximately  15  ordinary  dustbins,  are 
very  robust  and,  therefore,  have  a  long  life?  they  are  virtually  proof 
against  the  attentions  of  cats  and  dogs  and  do  not  occupy  as  much  ground 
space  as  their  equivalent  in  dustbins.  In  order  to  deal  with  these  it  is 
necessary  to  have  a  vehicle  with  hydraulic  bulk  handling  equipment  and  as 
the  Norba  was  quite  suitable  for  this  purpose,  bulk  handling  equipment  was 
ordered  to  be  fitted  to  this  vehicle. 

Salvage  trailers  continued  in  use  on  the  three  main  rounds  which 
apart  from  their  effect  on  the  salvage  figures  (details  of  which  are 
given  later)  have  the  effect  of  using  a  vehicle  of  grater  capacity  as  it 
can  serve  more  houses  before  filling  if  salvage  is  extracted  at  its  source 

It  is  perhaps  of  interest  to  relate  the  amount  of  sickness  and 
absence,  particularly  in  connection  with  a  task  which  has  to  be  carried 
out  throughout  the  year  in  all  weather  conditions  to  maintain  the  weekly 
service.  We  lost  2,806  man  hours  due  to  certified  sickness  which  gives  an 
average  rate  of  6*52^  and  absences  of  245  hours  giving  a  rate  of  0.57$* 

In  round  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  on  average  2  additional  men  are 
required  for  each  25  in  order  to  maintain  the  service  at  working  strength 
and  this  is  without  taking  into  account  holiday  entitlement  which  varies 
from  two  to  three  weeks  according  to  length  of  service. 

There  were  no  major  alterations  to  the  collection  rounds, 
adjustments  having  been  carried  out  the  previous  year.  Many  of  the  new 
houses  coming  into  occupation  had  already  been  allowed  for  in  the  previous 
adjustment.  Other  new  houses  on  No .5  round  were  being  serviced  on  a 
daywork  basis  and  it  was  intended  to  make  appropriate  adjustments  when  the 
new  Norba  vehicle  arrived  in  1969.

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We  have  operated  a  Municipal  owned  Dustbin  Scheme  since  1949 
which  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service ®  It  is 
perhaps  worthwhile  to  mention  from  time  to  time  that  this  is  a 
replacement  service  on  the  basis  of  one  bin  per  rated  premises 0  All 
new  property s  including  houses ,  are  required  to  have  the  first  dustbin 
provided  from  other  sources®  We  have  been  providing  rubber  lids  on  all 
bins  for  the  last  seven  years  and,  therefore,  approximately  half  those 
in  the  District  enjoy  the  advantages  they  bring9  i0e0  ease  of  fitting 
and  freedom  from  noise ® 

The  2g  cubic  feet  bin  to  British  Standard  Specification  No® 
792/1947  has  been  used  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  but  owing  to 
the  increasing  volume  of  refuse  being  produced  by  almost  every  household 
in  the  District  it  was  becoming  apparent  that  consideration  would  have 
to  be  given  to  supplying  dustbins  to  the  higher  rated  capacity  of  $4 
cubic  feet*  As  these  bins  are  galvanised  mild  steel  the  higher  capacity 
bins  produce  a  weight  problem  being  approximately  28  lbs  when  empty « 
Certain  firms,  however ,  were  producing  Jj-  cubic  feet  plastic  bins  made 
from  high  or  medium  density  polyethylene  by  the  injection  or  blow 
moulding  process ®  These  offered  considerable  advantages  over  the 
galvanised  variety  in  that  they  were  considerably  lighter  in  weight 
(approximately  8  lbs)  were  completely  noiseless  and  were  not  subject  to 
corrosion  with  its  attendant  problem  of  putrescible  matter  adhering  to 
the  inside  of  the  bin®  The  firms  manufacturing  were  prepared  to  give  a 
guaranteed  life  of  from  5  to  7  years  which  compared  reasonably  well 
with  the  average  life  of  the  steel  container®  The  major  drawback  to 
them  was  the  problem  of  very  hot  ashes  or  those  misguided  people  who 
were  in  the  habit  of  5  firing8  the  contents  of  their  bin®  Obviously 
these  being  constructed  of  such  material  could  not  stand  up  to  such 
treatment®  It  was  decided,  however,  to  place  some  out  on  trial  and  100 
each  from  the  three  main  manufacturers  were  obtained  and  distribution 
commenced  within  the  terms  of  our  Municipal  Bin  Scheme®

Disposal 

The  whole  of  the  refuse 9  both  trade  and  household 9  arising  during 
the  year  was  deposited  on  the  Dawson  Lane  Tip®  We  have  been  in  occupation 
there  some  13  years  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  only  some  few 
weeks  tipping  space  left®  Considerable  discussions  h..ad9  however 9  taken 
place  with  the  owner's  agents  for  a  very  suitable  site  not  far  from  our 
boundary  and  situated  in  the  Ulnes  Walton  are-a,  this  site  being  old 
clay  workings  in  connection  with  a  brickworks ®  As  it  would  be  necessary 
to  obtain  a  planning  consent  and  as  it  was  also  apparent  that  from  the 
financial  angle  the  negotiations  were  going  to  be  long  and  protracted 
the  situation  was  a  serious  one  so  far  as  we  were  concerned ®  Our  only 
available  alternative  space  was  two  small  pits  on  some  fanner9 s  land 
where  we  had  tipped  some  20  years  earlier  and  which  would  be  used  if  the 
emergency  arose® 

A  significant  improvement  in  the  condition  and  control  of  our 
tip  took  place  in  May  with  the  arrival  of  the  four  wheel  drive  Matbro 
Minor  Series  II  loading  shovel®  This  was  the  first  four  wheel  drive 
machine  that  the  Authority  had  purchased  and  its  additional  traction* 
increased  mobility  and  the  large  bucket  ( 1 5  cubic  yards  in  size) 
enabled  a  more  workmanlike  job  to  be  accomplished®  We  were  fortunate 


to  obtain  the  services  of  a  first  class  operator  of  this  type  of  machine 
and  a  very  rapid  improvement  in  the  conditions  on  the  tip  took  place. 

This  process  was  considerably  assisted  by  the  opening  of  the  fragmentation 
plant  at  St,  Helens  which  was  able  to  deal  with  whole  derelict  cars. 
Approximately  J00  of  these  had  been  accumulating  at  the  tip  but  by  the 
end  of  the  year  they  had  all  been  removed  by  private  dealers  and  any  new 
arisings were  being  cleared  weekly. 

Waste  Paper  Salvage 

The  following  table  shows  the  amount  of  waste  paper  collected  and 
despatched  to  the  Mills  in  the  three  grades  for  the  twelve  months  ending 
31st  December  1968  and  a  comparison  is  made  with  1967°  The  1968  figures 
show  a  highly  satisfactory  recovery  rate  of  38  cwts,  per  thousand  of 
population  per  month.

The  additional  5/0d  per  ton  which  applied  to  all  deliveries  from 
the  5th  May  was  brought  about  by  the  purchase  of  a  new  large  paper 
baling  press  which  was  capable  of  producing  bales  weighing  over  4  cwts« 

The  press  which  was  purchased  from  Advance  Machinery  Limited  was  of  the 
horizontal  type  with  a  press  box  size  of  40”  x  28 x  1.00 n  long  and 
incorporated  a.  10  h0p0  motor  operating  through  two  screws  which  produced 
a  pressure  of  35  tons0  The  very  large  press  box  would  considerably 
improve  the  quantity  of  material  we  could  deal  with  in  the  depot  and  was 
much  more  satisfactory  than  the  previous  vertical  type  presses  we  had  been 
operatingo  The  machine  was  purchased  for  the  sum  of  £I96yo  and  very 
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rapidly  proved  its  worth .  Later  in  the  year  we  disposed  of  our  old 
1952  fixed  box  twin  screw  vertical  type  baling  press  to  the  Northwich 
Rural  District  Council  for  the  sum  of  £? 5®  The  machine  which  was  sold 
without  any  guarantee  whatsoever  was  to  be  used  for  stand-by  purposes. 

The  increases  obtained  in  September  were  brought  about  by  the 
increasing  demand  for  waste  paper  and  as  an  encouragement  to  local 
authorities  to  produce  more  of  it. 
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
